In the Philippines" is the title of an 
irtJnle contributed to Leslie's Weekly by 
former Vice Consul W'.ldman, of which 
the follow ins is an absttact: 


"Aithov.,?h G ^rieral Otis would have us 


believe I.*.;:': the var in the Philippines 
Is over, I learr. from private sources of 
Infor/natlon of the highest authority that 
there exists a veritable reign of terror 
in most parts of the archipelago, within 
a gunshot of our army posts. 
Either 


General Otis is blind to the situation, or 
Is keeping the real facts from the Amer- 
ican peopla, 
Aguinajdo's forces have 


scattered into marauding bands, and, 
leaguing themselves wfth the mountains, 
ifullsanoee and Ladrones terrorize the 
country and effectually check the culti- 
vation of crops and the sale of market- 
able products. 


"The few ports that have bean opened 


have shipped away what little supply 
they contained, and the tons upon tons 
of hemp, sugar and rice that are stored 
in the interior are beyond the reach of 
buyers. 
The money paid for the thou- 


sands of bales of hemp shipped from gar- 
risoned ports has found its way into the 
insurgent coffers, and the revolutionary 
juntas at Hong Kong and Singapore are 
making extensive purchases of arms, j 
preparatory to a renewed season of 
filibustering an* general activity as soon 
as the rainy season Is over. 
Our army 


is busy protecting their posts, while th« 
insurgents carry on thair operations in 
the interior and paralyse agriculture and 
trada. 


"Scattered bands of armed insurgents 


wage war against all who hesitate to 
acknowledge the Aguinaldian govern- 
ment, and the inhabitants are in a state 
of terror that prevents honest industry 
or open allionoe with American sover- 
eignty. 
Th* American troopjs make 


short work of these robbers, but our gar- 
risons are so far apart and so few in 
number that they Invariably are obliged 
to fall back to a seaport town where they 
can get supplies from Manila, for the in- 
surgents hav* so thoroughly ravaged 
the country that It is impossible to sup- 
ply even a small battalion with native 
products. 


"If we ever hope to put an end to this 


Indian warfare we must send additional 
forces to the islands. Our present corps 
is totally inadequate to cope with the 
situation and bring the war to a close. 
The Islands, commercially or otherwise, 
will be utterly useless until life and 
property are made safe."

THE BRITISH ADVANCES 


What is probably the last great 


movement o* the South African war Is 
now in progress In earnest. Lord 
Roberts is operating: with a rapidity 
and force that must be astonishing 
even to the Boers. On May 1. five days 
ago, the British commaader-ln-chief 
began his long1 promised march to the 
enemy's country and already he has 
covered 70 miles, one quarter ot the 
distance to the enemy's capital. The 
dash that is in this is more than equal 
to the dash of the Irregular Boers 
themselves. 


It must not be forgotten that the 


dash over the ground Is all that Lord 
Roberts has accomplished. The rush 
over Brandfort and on to "Winburg- 
with a consequent speedy retirement of 
the Boers in the path of the British, 
but takes the troops of the queen 70 
miles nearer to the Boer defenses at 
Kroonstadt, It is at Kroonstadt, yet 
70 miles away, that Lord Roberts will 
face the foe, probably determined to 
prevent 11 possible the setting of a 
British foot on Transvaal soil. There 
the Boers are In numbers and stronjrly 
entrenched and, unless it be the Boer 
plan to retreat with the least possible 
loss to the very gates or Pretoria, it ia 
at Kroonstadt that the great battle of 
the campaign will be fought. 


The British seem to be bent on 


sweeping like a tidal wave on the now 
rebel Orange Free State capital In an 
exhibition of military power that has 
not been equalled in, the annals of 
British history. 


If the Boers stand, 'Jhe shock at 


Kroonstac"- 
HIi be felt by the world.

The com- 
plete severing of diplomatic relations 
is understood to be the extreme penalty 
the United States government will in- 
flict on the sultan, and this proposition 
of no minister to Turkey is about half 
the punishment The Turkish minister 
remains at Washington, but the sultan 
is obliged to accept a Unueu States 
charge d'-affaires instead af a minister 
in his diplomatic conferences with this 
government. This reduction of the 
standard of American legation in Tur- 
key must be offensive to the dignity 
to the sultan. It remains for the sultan 
to refuse to communicate with the 
United States through the 
inferior 


American representative and to insist 
on intercourse through the Turkish 
minister at Washington. In the event 
of the sultan resorting to this the 
United States may hand AH Ferrough 
Bey his passports as complete evi- 
dence of United States displeasure.

Wednesday night Bishot) Potter is 
quoted as saying with regard to the 
Phili^sine Islands: 


."If my son should come to me and 


say he proposed to marry a young 
Creole woman with seven children, I 
would call him a great ass. But if he 
came to me and said he had alreadv 
contracted such a marriage, I would 
still try to sustain Intimate relations 
with him.

he has been a constant friend of the 
Boers and has gained their complete 
confidence. He was a reoresentative of 
one of the election districts and was 
finally elected a member of the execu- 
tive council of the Orange Free State. 
and during the administration of Pres- 
ident Steyn is one of the most trusted 
officials in matter relative to the pres- 
ent war, having served with Mr. Wol- 
marans on various commissions in that 
connection. 


Hon. C. H. Wessels was born in the 


Orange Free State and was educated 
at Gray college in Bloemfontein. He 
was for the last 16 years a representa- 
tive in one of the border election dis- 
tricts clone to Kimberley. He has serv- 
ed long as a member of the executive 
counci! until he was elected chairman 
of the Orange Freet State Volksraad 
(congress), which office he has held 
three consecutive terms. He is one of 
the directors of the National bank of 
the Oranee Free State, and has served 
on every Important committee in the 
republic, including the membership of 
the commission, on war in the present 
conflict. All these gentlemen 
are 


strongly in favor of a closer union be- 
twean the republics, ana the> corne to 
the United States vested with the full 
confidence of the tno governments 
which they represent.

great w to attract hunters. The Arabs 
ghre ttwuMivM to it with a real passion. 
Mounted on tbofa- fine littl* horses, thoy 
try 01.much qs possible to fatigue tke 
ostrich, for- as ' it is 8 feet high and has 
T«ry atone 14gB it posMsscs a qnicknesa 
of moronent which tb« best horse can- 
not attain. It has great endurance. 
Overtaken by the hunter, it necks to de- 
fend itself with ita feet and wings, bat 
more often it still strives to escape by 
night, uttering a plaintive cry. In fact, 
the oetrioh ii deprived of the power of 
flight Ly reason of ita great sisse. The 
muscular force with which nature haa 
endowed it is not equal to lifting such 
a weight. Its peculiar organization haa 
made it the courier of the desert, where 
It is able to quickly traverse the almost 
limitless expanse. 


The Arab knows very well that it is 


the habit of the ostrich to make great 
detours about its nest in a circle. Ho 
chases it, then, without ceasing until it 
is almost there, when, worn out, it suc- 
oumba, cuuoealing its head in the sand 
in order not to see its enemy, or in- 
stinctively hcpjng to escape a danger 
which it cannot see any more. Thia 
chase reqaiies eight or ten hours, but it 
offers large rewards. The plumes are 
worth a considerable enm, the skin 
makes good leather, and the Arabs are 
very fond of the flesh. Besides, in spite 
of the fact that it reproduces its species 
rapidly, the ostrich is all the time be- 
coming rarer, and it is hunted for ex- 
port and domestication in other coun- 
tries. It is one of Africa's great re- 
sources and may become a new source 
of prosperity to Algerians if they are 
willing to make the effort. The point of 
the popular saying, "the stomach of an 
ostrich,' * has been confirmed recently by 
an autopsy on one, doubtless for a time 
captive, when the following was found 
in its stomach: A parasol handle, tro 
keys, two great pieces of coal, a glove, 
a handkerchief, a pair of eyeglasses, a 
ring, a comb, three large rocks, the neck;? 
of two beer bottles, the sole of a shoe, a 
bell and a little harmonicon.—Paris II- 
lustre.

Any 
one who uses it and yet does not work 
with her brain would go half crazy with 
nervousness, but with those wHo do 
brain work it is different, for the stimu- 
lus produces strange intellectual activ- 
ity. 


"After a couple of green tea cigarettet 


a poem, for instance, will almo'.j write 
itself, I am told by one of my literary 
patients. The effect of the tea cigarette, ( 
while stimulating to the brain and its 
flow of thought, acts as a pure sedative 
to the rest of the body, quieting restless- 
ness, uneasiness or actual pain. The 
after effects are bad if they have not 
been worked off by unusual mental 
work. 


"At some houses green tea cigarettes 


are handed around after dinner, and I 
know three actresses of considerable 
reputation who give tea smoking parties 
twice a week. One woman, to break off 
this habit, on which she has expended 
nearly $10 a week, bos lately volun- 
tarily placed herself under private re- 
straint. She had concealed her habit 
from her husband by using an artfully 
contrived cigarette case. It resembled a 
bunch of keys, each key containing one 
cigarette. 


"So much has the habit spread thai 


several tobacconists and druggists con 
keeping tea cigarettes in stock for regu- 
lar customers. The active chemical prep- 
aration of tea is theine, just as caffeina 
is of coffee and nicotine of tobacco. 
When theine is administered to a frog 
or a small animal, it is found that it 
chiefly influences sensations which caf- 
feine or coffee does not. In large* doses 
theine produces spontaneous spasms or 
convulsions, which caffeine does not. 
This is, in fact, the ultimate effect of 
smoking numerous tea cigarettes, finally 
producing fits or convulsions. 


"Theine also nets as a local antes- 


thetic, quietiag painful serves. Gre-en 
tea contains much more theine than or- 
dinary black tea. So you see that the 
habit of smoking tea cigarettes ia terri- 
bly pernicious.''—New York Press. 


A FecoUftr People Who UTO on the Coast 


Lino of Ahuk» Territory. 


The Innuit race of people, commonly 


and also corruptly called Eskimos, occu- 
py almost the entire coast line of Alaska, 
with the numerous outlying islands 
from the boundary line westward along 
the arctic coast to Bering strait; thence 
southward to the Alaskan peninsula, 
over the peninsula and the Aleutian is- 
lands, and eastward and southward along 
tho coast to Mount St. Elias, with the 
exception of a comparatively small ter- 
ritory at Cook's inlet, and also at the 
month of Copper river, at which points 
the Tinneh tribe of Indians from the 
interior have forced their way to tho 
coast Living constantly on or near the 
sea, they from infancy have not the 
slightest fear of the dangers of the deep, 
and at an early age become bold navi- 
gators and skilled fishermen and goa 
hunters. 


The word "innuit" in their native 


tongue signifies people, and as such i 
used by them to designate those of then 
own race as our people. "Eskimo" is ;i 
word of reproach and has been given 
them by their neighbors, the term meai - 
ing "raw fish eaters." The Innuit0 ii 
Alaska are physically much superior to 
those inhabiting the eastern side of the 
continent, in Greenland and Labrador. 
They are all of the same race and speak 
a common language through, each local- 
ity, and often each village from the At- 
lantic to the Pacific will possess a dia- 
lect distinctively its own. Those of our 
territory are tall and muscular, not a 
few of them being 6 feet in height. 
They have small, black eyes, high cheek 
bones, large mouths, thick lips, coarse 
brown hair and fresh, yellow complex- 
ions. IB many instances men will be 
seen with a full beard and mustache, 
and in some particular families their 
manly beauty is further enhanced by 
wearing a labret below each corner of 
the mouth in a hole cut through the 
lower lip for the purpose. They are a 
good natured people, always smiling 
when spoken to, and are fond of danc- 
ing, running, jumping and all athletic 
sports.—Alaska News.

Just now there is con- 
Bteraation among owners of the Penn- 
sylvania hounds because of an outbreak 
of rabies in the Stratford Hun* kennels, 
which has necessitated the killing of 
the entire pack of 95, many of them 
dogs imported 
from noted English 


packs. A rabid cur bit one of tha 
hounds-a few weeks ago, and this dog, 
after a recent run, attacked other occu- 
pants of the kennels. So all were killed 
aa a matter of safety. There is fear that 
other hotrods in other packs have been 
bitten, and that an outbreak of hydro- 
phobia throughout the hunting district 
may follow.

A new tofaool of art has been discov- 


ered. So far u known, this city has ite 
tola professor, ami he is as odd as hia 
art. But this ia t£& soorce •whence come 
the thrilling pictures which the beggar, 
maimed, halt or blind, displays when 
ho mournfully relates jnet how he was 
injured and strives to impress upon the 
caari table how deserring he ia of aid. 


In one of the shabbiest streets of the 


city, away down in a basement, a flick- 
ering gas flame lights the studio of this 
queer geuins. It is a place of bnsiness 
snch as would appall the well dressed 
banker, but it ia no exaggeration to say 
that its occupant has an income which 
many more pretentious painters would 
rejoice to receive. 


Technique and perspective meet with 


small consideration at the hands of this 
king of the beggars, for snob he seems 
to be. To watch ingress end egress of 
his patrons would give a stranger the 
impression that some philanthropist had 
established a charity hospital in the 
basement. 


\7heu the writer paid a visit to this 


unique studio the other day, the artist 
was found attired in a pair of overalls 
and a greasy woolen shirt, as guiltless 
of ornamentation at thtf nook as was 
the neck itself of acquaintance with soap 
and water. A bushy beard that had evi- 
dently been brawn in other days covered 
the lower portion of the artist's face, 
and' his shooky hair stood up in indig- 
nant protest against the possibility of 
invasion by brnah or comb. From under 
rather bushy brows « keen pair of eye* 
looked out. Mind was decidedly in evi- 
dence ; conventionality was below par. 
Both cleanliness and godlintss were 
quite ignored. 


The furniture of the studio consisted 


of an old conch covered with a material 
which in days gone by had probably 
been very pretty chintz. Now it was 
thoroughly disguised by the accumu- 
lation of dirt. A real rag carpet cover- 
ed the floor, but not a single picture 
was hung ugpn the walls, although 
standing about the room were several 
pictures in various stages of progress. 
Permission was aeked to examine them, 
and they were well worth seeing. 


One was a lurid representation of a 


powder explosion. So realistic was the 
picture that if you cared to place youi 
finger on what w«re alloged to be burn- 
ing grains of powder you could feel that 
the grains were there, though the artist 
denied that that was the intention. He 
said the painting was intended for a 
patron of his with two wooden legs, 
substitutes for the pair that a powder 
explosion robbed him of. The object of 
the painting was to show the charitable 
stranger just" how it happened, and the 
artist said that in his mind there was 
no doubt that his legless patron would 
greatly benefit by the scene thus placed 
on canvas. 


There was another picture, which rep- 


resented the blowing np of a man-of-war. 
The flames that spouted from the decks 
of the unfortunate vessel were far more 
red than the light that shines from the 
chimneys of an iron mill at night. Na- 
ture has never succeeded in producing 
anything quite so glowing as unmiti- 
gated red paint, and there was no lack 
of it in this picture. The persons who 
were sailing about in the air seemed to 
have suffered frightful injuries, and the 
artist said that this was purely to in- 
voke sympathy for his customer, who 
was supposed to be one of the actors in 
the scene so graphically portrayed. 


The pric=) of such paintings varies 


from $3 to ' '2. The artist can •complete 
one in about 1 1-2 hours, if he does not 
hurry. If it is a rush order, the work 
can be concluded within 
an hour, 


though in that case the price is increas- 
ed somewhat. When asked if he made 
much money by this sort of work, the 
artist replied that he did; that he gained 
more than many painters who were 
striving to do great things are able to 
secure. His patrons were generally 
prompt pay — indeed the usual terms are 
cash on delivery. 


As for embarking in higher art, the 


artist would have none of it. He tersely 
remarked that he would rather be a 
painter for beggars than a beggar paint- 
er, and as he waved » goodby there was 
a contented look on his face, which 
showed that he meant exactly wtat he 
mid. —Philadelphia Press.

THE NAME CAME BACK. 


f»i AwhlU tli* Doctor Coald Xot 
•*• tb« H»»»r of tt. 


It 10 a familiar contention among 


psychologists that an incident OIK,- 
thoroughly presented to the human 
mind cannot be effaced from the mem- 
ory. In tbii connection Dr. Cyrus Ham- 
lin, the well known missionary to Tur- 
key and the founder of Robert college, 
Constantinople, is reported by the Wash- 
ington Star as telling a humorous story. 


Among Dr. Haiulin's friends and 


substantial helpers was a Philadelphia 
gentleman, whose name could not bo re- 
called by the doctor, who was then in 
Turkey. Every incident connected -with 
their interviews, eren to the street and 
number of the house in which his bene- 
faotor had lived, was as plain to the 
doctor as if the events had occurred but 
yesterday, but to save bis life lie could 
not think of the gentleman's name. 


As time went on this failure of mem- 


ory caused him serious annoyance, and 
he adopted all eorte of expedient* to 
bring back the name. He would take the 
letters of the alphabet one at a time and 
•hiuk over all the surnames he had ever 
heard, but to no avail. Then ill his 
imaginati'rn he would start down the 
street where his friend had lived, enter 
the house, go through the ceremony of 
introduction and repeat word for word, 
aa nearly &s he could remember it, the 
conversation which had taken place be- 
tween them, but still he could not recall 
the name. 


When, after 80 years, he returned to 


his native land on a vi»it, he took the 
trouble to go to Philadelphia, in order 
to settle the question which had been 
puzzling him so long. He visited the 
house, but found only strangers, who 
could tell him nothing of the people 
who had lived there BO many years be- 
fore. So finally Dr. Harulin abandoned 
the search, thinking that here at last 
was a oaae where something had been 
thoroughly presented to the human 
mind, and as thoroughly effaced. 


One night, after he had returned per- 


manently to this country, he attended a 
large dinner where were several dis- 
tinguished psychologists. During the 
evening the conversation turned upon 
the subject of memory, and the well 
known scientific principle was discussed. 
This was too good an opportunity to be 
lost, and Dr. Hamlin proceeded to relate 
his experience at length, as an example 
of the opposite kind. 


He was, of course, listened to with 


great interest, and as he approached the 
end of his story he said, with great im- 
pressiveiiess: 


"Gentlemen, there was an incident 


presented to my mind more than 40 
years ago, and I have not been able to 
think of the name of Captain Eobinsoh 
from that day to this. " 


When his climax was greeted by a 


hearty burst of laughter, the worthy 
doctor looked round in great astonish- 
ment, for he thought he had told a 
pretty good story and could see nothing 
in it to provoke mirth. It was some time 
before the truth of the matter dawned 
upon him.

HERE

A HEROIC HISTORY. 


The Stormy Career of the little Island 


pf Crete. 


There'are sot many islands with a 


more stormy or more heroic history than 
that of Crete. In remote antiquity it 
was the redoubtable "isle of one hun- 
dred cities" and had an illustrious line 
of kings, among who were Bhadaman- 
thus, Minos and Idomeneus. The last 
earned led a fleet of 80 ships to assist in 
the conquest of Troy and was the last 
of what we may call the legendary 
kings. After him a gap of several cen- 
turies occurs, and when the record is re- 
sumed it is no longer fable, but authen- 
tic history. 


At the time of the Persian invasion 


of Greece the island was populous and 
prosperous. It was divided into several 
independent republics, which, like those 
of peninsular Hellas, were not always 
in peace and friendship with each other. 
They kept free from foreign wars, how- 
ever, except as they voluntarily furnish- 
ed mercenary troops to -whichever side 
would pay the best for them. This was 
done in both the Persian and Pellopon- 
nesian wars, when the Cretan archers 
were as noted and as dreaded as those 
of merry England in later days. 


The prowess of the ancient Cretans 


and their insular position kept them 
free from invasion down almost to the 
Christian era. Whi'e the eagles of Borne 
"flappe* wide wings in fiery flight" 
over nearly all else of the known world 
that island retained its independence. 
Indeed it was only through intestine 
quarrels that it was at last subdued. 
Some ?0 years before the Christian era 
Some took advantage of the prevailing 
discord in Crete to invade the island, on 
the pretest that the Cretans bad given 
aid and comfort to Mitbridatea and had 
ill treated some Roman soldiers. The 
first army was repulsed and almost an- 
nihilated by the Cretans. 


But Rome was determined to achieve 


the conquest if it took the whole power 
of her empire. Army after army was 
sent, and after throe years of desperate 
fighting Rome prevailed. For the first 
time in her history Crete became, in 68 
B. C., subject to an alien master. From 
that day to the present, for more than 
1900 years, she has been a conquered 
province, never oiico regaining the inde- 
pendence so long maintained and so 
reluctantly relinquished.—New York

GROWTH 
OF TEXTILE WORKERS 


Facts From Piter Oulmin't Report to 


National Convention in Augusta 


The llth annual convention of nation- 


al union of textile workers of America, 
of which Peter Oulman of this city is 
secretary-treasurer, opened today in 
Augusta, Ga. A few facts from Mr. 
Oulmaa's report of the year's work, 
and in regard to the business of the 
convention as taken from Mr. Oulman'8 
call for the convention, will b» of in- 
terest. They are as follows: 


During the past year we have made 


great progress, having succeeded in or- 
ganizing: new unions in nearly every 
state in. the union where textile fab- 
rices are manufactured, as we-11 as hav- 
ing extended the national union into 
Canada. 


Thus it can bo said that the National 


union of Textile Workers of America, 
with the active aid and co-operation of 
the American Federation of Labor, and 
the able assistance of their organizers, 
have since its formation in the city of 
Lowell, Mass., on March 30th, 1S91, es- 
tablished local unions from and 
in- 


cluding Canada to and including Texas, 
and from the Atlantic coast to the 
Mississippi river. 


Within this territory the national 


union in its short history has organized 
140 local unions at great expense, time 
and labor, and I am proud to say that 
today the national union is clear of all 
indebtedness and the finances of tho 
organization are in a very satisfactory 
condition. 


In the past year, while, large gains 


have been made in the eastern and mid- 
dle states, yet our greatest gains come 
from the south, and in particular North 
and South Carolina, Georgia and Ala- 
bama, where with the aid of the Amer- 
ican Federation of labor, we have per- 
suaded the legislatures of those states 
to take up for consideration the ques- 
tion of factory- legislation in the inter- 
est of the factory operatives, and in the 
coming elections for members of the 
legislature 
ia 
these 
several 


states, the main issue of the campaign 
is "Factory legislation." Our people 
have not only the active support of the 
women's clubs, but also a large num- 
ber of the clergy of that section of our 
country- 


One thing of greaS importance which 


is to come before this convention is the 
report of the special committee elected 
at the Boston convention, in May, 1899, 
for the purpose of trying to bring about 
an amalgamation of all organizations 
engaged in the textile industry. 


A conference was held with repre- 


sentatives of all unions not connected 
with our union at the Crawford house 
in the city of Boston on September 10 
and 11, at which a proposition was 
agreed upon which, and if approved by 
a vote of all of the bodies represented, 
will result in the stablishment of one" 
grand national movement of textile 
workers of the country, having for its 
object the establishment of a. uniform 
work day throughout the land, thf pro- 
tection, of women and children 
em- 


ployed in factories, the elevation of 
the standard of living and 
increased 


compensation for all textile workers.
